I. These rules shall be applicable to all the admis 
sions for Degree and Diploma Courses of the Uni 
versity of Goa at the Goa Medical College and shall 
be effective from the date of publication in the 
Official Gazette . The number of seats will be deter 
mined by the directives from Medical Council of India 
and the University and will be advertised twice a year. 

II. Admission will be granted in the months of 
June and December of every academic year as 
per the rules of the University applicable from time 
to time. Applications shall ordinarily be invited in the 
prescribed form four weeks before the commence 
ment of the new academic term or the conclusion of:
